An Antioch institution, the. 
gracious* lady at the old drug store

at least as far as the percentage they raised 
the levy. 

According to DeFosse, he, representing a 
group of people, admittedly an officially 
unorganized group, approached Fields last 
January about getting some of the town- 
ship's revenue sharing funds to pay the rent 
on a location that \yould house a sort of food 
and clothing pantry for the needy in the An- 
tioch area. 

; DeFosse claimg_that" there are plenty of 
poor people in this area, more than most 
people know about or are ready to admit are 
there." 

DeFosse, who says that he and others are 
tired of being classified among the few who 
are willing to. lay around and accept han- 
i douts without working, said that he had been 
offered free -labor and donations for such a 
project. 

When Fields turned him down, saying that 
the township was not in need of that kind of 
project, DeFosse accused him of "Playing 
Go(} and sitting in judgement." ^ 

"t was told flat out that such a program 
was not necessary and that the township took 
"care of these kind of things because it was his 
job," DeFosse said. 

"Now he raises the township taxes 30 per- 
jce.nt_and_supposedly the bulk qf^that raise is^ 
the cost of helping people while they wait for 
stateaid," DeFosse added. 

!*What people need at that time is food and 
clothing and that's what we wanted to do at 
no cost except for a location to do it from. If 



there was such a plaee I'm siire taxes would 
.not have to be raised so much," DeFosse 
said. 

DeFosse evisri went so far as to say that 
"The word was also put out telling no one to 
give me a location." 

He claimed that he had already been of- 
fered an empty office but the person declined 
after being told not to do so. 

"Welfare recipients are willing to help 
- themselves," DeFossed added, speaking of 
the similar successful Lake Zurich project. 

"I asked DeFosse how he was going to con- 
tinue to pay the rent aftef I gave him the 
initial money," Fields said, " and he an- 
swered that donations would pay it." 
. "I did some checking with churches etc. 
and found that he had nor real organization 
or substantial support," Fields added. 
• "Why should I give him money to do a job 
the township already does?" Fields asked. 

"If people want help they'll come to us or 
their church," Fields said, agreeing that the 
township would be just spending money on a 
middleman. 

But DeFosse claims there are those that 
won't ask help from the township and 
because of "guilt for not attending church or 
whatever," also will not approach local chur- 
ches foe aid. 

After stating that he didn't believe in town- 
ship government anyway, DeFosse called for

This procfdss is not Inevitable, though; with 
early diagnosis and treatment, Its primary cause, bacterial ' 
plaque, can be removed, and the gingivitis state reve^9<*d.
